The petitlon states that Bolin was electod
an oty treasurer of the city of Omaha and
thereby became ex-officio treasurér of the
school board of this district and was re
guired by law to give a bond In twiee the
amount of the sum af money that might be
In his possession at one time. That I ac-
pordance with thle provision Belln gave a
bond in the required amount with the bonds-
smen heretofore nanfed.  The provisons of the
bond are given In full, This bond was ap-
proved by the school board January 10, 1804,
The petition allegee that on July 11, 1865,
the discovery was made that Bolin bad taken
money Belonglng to the school board and
bad converted the same to hils own uge, the
amount being $10,000. It Is further siated
that Bolln wan removed from his positicn of
elty treasurer on July 11, 1896, and that J,
H. Dumont was legally appointed his suc-
ceEor,

It s alss alleged that In a report made to
the school board st the close of huslness on
July 10, Bolln reported that he had In his
hands us clty troasurer and ex-officlo treas-
urer of the echos]l bLoard, money amounting
to §40,212.20, which bslonged to the eaid
sohool bonrde That subsequently, wpon turn-
ing his office over to h'a successir, Holln
turned over $i 29 as all the sehool money
his porsession, and It thereby became
known that he had converted the funds of the
wolionl bonrd to his own e, This, it s
alleged, made Bolln and hls bondsmen 1ahle
and a demand had been made on the prin-
elpal and surotics for the money, but they ona
and all had rofoscd complinnee with the de-
mand of the school board. Judgment s
therefore asked in the full amount, with In-
terest at 7 per cent.

Another oatuee of action sot up In the pe-
titlon, and cne which will bring other dis-
puted quzttions Into court, Is the allegation
that Doelln his retalned and refused o torn
aver to the school board certaln moneys col-
Jeeted by Him for lleenses which have boen

228 square yards of paving. The paving of
these streels ocost, origlanlly  $305,260.26,
and at the price that Is pald for annual re-
pairs under the Parber contract, the cost
of koeping them in good condition would be
about $12,000,

In the rear room when he went away, but
no candle, He also statixl thar hlg wife
Icoked the money drawer, but when she re-
turned it was found that it had been broken
open. A fire was bhurn'ng in the stove in
the store room when they left and on the
return of the Mimily the stoveplpe wag found
to have bheen digjointed,

The announcemoent printed exclusively in
The Bre Tuecsdiy to the effect that the
Board of County Commissloners would make
A radical reduction in county expenses by
cutting at least 10 per cept on all sularies
over $756, and discharging several elerks, has
oreated a verituble tempest In a teapot, The
commissionerns have been buttonholed on the
stroet by eltizsne and taxpayers and com-
plimented for taking decislve action in o
miatter so generally demanded. On the other
hand they have been buttemholed by the
clerks o the bullding and thelr friends and
told that a reduction In the number of elerks
would resalt In political dizaster to the man
who supported it. The clerks. who will be
affected by the plan have been bringing pres-
wure to biar on the commissioners to defeat
the plan announced, They have numerous
sugrestions to offer as to how a reduction
may be seccomplished without touching sala-
ries, and each particular clerk Is now the
most esgentinl man in his office.

The commissioners themselves onjoyed a
lttle set-to when they uassembled  yester-
day o8 o committee of the whole to com-
plete the plan of retrenchment, Buach of the
commissioners accused the otlvers of dl-
vulging the proceedings of the board, and
one or two of the more Impulsive ones urged
that they fallow the example of the natlonal
wetiate amd hold an investigation to find who
had be:n telllng tales out of school.
